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DETAILED ACTION 

The Amendment received 4/24/06 has been considered in preparing this Office action. 
Applicant's amendments to the Specification, the Abstract, the claims and the drawings have 
overcome the objections and rejections recited in the Ex Parte Quayle action mailed 2/23/06. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 41-45 and 49 are allowed; and are renumbered as 1-6. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to an input bezel feature for an electronic device. The 
only independent claim 41 requires a hardware bezel feature (110), which detects a contact from 
a user at multiple positions (415) on a circumferential track (410) provided on the front panel for 
indicating an input based on both a starting position and a finishing position of the contact on the 
track; see Figs. 1 and 7; whereas, the closest prior art, the Kanzaki Publication (U.S. Publication 
No. 2003/01 17380 Al) discloses a displayed visual dial input (3); and another prior art, the 
Narayanaswami patent (U.S. Patent No. 6,556,222) discloses a mechanical bezel input device 
(400), either singularly or in combination, fails to teach or suggest the claimed invention.
